I still have the 
container. Do you think that the nickel ought to be checked again 
by modern metal analytic methods ?

Dear Mr. Newman: 


Bowers and Merena is working on a pattern reference book to supercede Judd. The plan 
is to make the work as comprehensive as possible, and to this end I have been spending 
hundreds of hours surveying auction catalogues to collect census and die variety in- 
formation, and to revise estimates of rarity where appropriate. At present I have 
surveyed the entire pattern series for J-l1 through J-1802 and have compiled census 
information on all varieties that appear to be R-7 and R-8. The census is based on 
the appearances of illustrated and pedigreed pieces in more than 700 auction sales 
conducted by major firms. I fully realize, however, that my data is far from complete 
and therefore I am writing to you for your comments, suggestions, and any available 
data that you might be able to provide that will help fill the lucunae. 


I have enclosed a copy of the first part of my pattern survey covering varieties from 
J-1 through J-500. I will be forwarding subsequently data on issues from J-501 through 
J-1802, patterns subsequent to 1916, die trials, hub trials, and privately issued pieces 
which have been listed as being patterns in the past. 


In the future I will also be sending information that “I have on pattern die varieties 
and metrology. | 


I hope you enjoy reviewing this work, and I look forward to the prospect of working 
with you on the U.S. pattern series.
